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Mr. Chairman anc Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit the Annuel Health Report for 
the year ending 31st December, 195]. 


There was once again a fall in the estimated population 
of the district, in this year the number being estimated at 50, 
and it is hoped that the new industrial developments which are 
now being contemplated or undertaken will halt and reverse the 
trend of previous years. 


The number of live births was 12 fewer than in the 
previous year, when there had been an increase of 36 over the 
year before. The illegitimate birth rate was less than half 
thet of 1956. The infantile morteclity was also halved. 


Deaths were 32 Less than the previous year, male deaths 
being reduced from 74 to 45, females from 50 to 47. 


Decths from cancer were less than half, being 14 in 
number, 4s opposed to 29, and of these 2 were cancer of the 
lung (5 in the previous year). 


Deaths from Tuberculosis showed = similar £211 from 


] to 3. 


Other respiratory discases (indicating mostly industrial 
disease) were reduccd from 8 to 3. 


New notifications of pulmonary tubcrculosis were increased 
from nine to thirtecn and there was onc case of non pulmonary 
tubcrculosis notificd. 


At the beginning of the year there was a sharp epidemic 
of whooping cough, the numbcr of cases notified being 50, and 
there was also 2 carry over of the previous year's measles 
epidemic. 

No cases of food poisoning were notificd during the year,
